Telecom overlords piss off 10 millionth customer

dmonton telecommunications 
Fan Telus celebrated the piss- 

ing off of its 10-millionth cus- 
tomer today at its downtown head- 
quarters. Telus directors proudly 
presented Jeremy Greenberg with 
a cheap certificate and a broken 
phone in recognition of the irrita- 
tion 

Greenberg, 43, had come to 
Telus offices that morning to ask 
them to fucking stop billing him 
for a service he’d cancelled three 
months ago. 

“This is a fantastic day for 
Telus,” said a beaming Telus CEO 
Vernon Dursley. “We've been 
working towards this ever since 
we got the company from the city, 
and we're so proud to see all the 
hard work pay off.” 

Telus adopted its “annoy all cus- 
tomers” policy immediately on pri- 
vatization, in anticipation of the 
eventual lifting of their local 
monopoly. 

“It’s about name recognition. 
When people hear the word 
‘phone,’ we want them to think the 
words, ‘Fucking Telus.” 

To that end, Telus adopted a 
wide range of maddening policies 
that shot them to the critical 10- 
million mark faster than they'd 
ever hoped. 

“Obviously, the marketing peo- 
ple deserve huge credit,” explains 
Dursley. “They did the grunt work 
on papering the city with our ads. 
Within six months, you simply 
couldn't live in this city without 






seeing our name or ugly logo on 
something a dozen times a day.” 

“Telus,” says Telus communica- 
tions director Johnwort Scott. 
“Telus Telus Telus Telus Telus 
Telus.” 

It wasn’t long before the glower- 
ing Telus logo claimed the Edmon- 
ton skyline, infuriating thousands. 
Soon, a cash-strapped city was 
handing the names of numerous 
events and places over to Telus, 
erasing beloved memories and 
pieces of history in the bargain as 
well. 

“The advertising really only lays 
the groundwork, though,” says 
Dursley. “It’s the little things that 
get the blood boiling and, frankly, 
our people have kicked ass.” 

Strange phantom phone calls 
and computer glitches swiftly 
became the norm. Operators were 
taken out of the loop and endless 
touch-tone systems took their 
place. Complicated phones with 
clumsy controls started appearing 
everywhere. And local directory 
assistance was changed so that 
customers had to say “Edmonton” 
every time they wanted a number. 

“The story was that 411 would 
soon hook people up to nation- 
wide directory assistance but, of 
course, that was horseshit and 
never happened. So now, every 
time you call directory assistance, 
you've got to tell them again the 
only city you could possibly be in 
and bang — that’s another 10 sec- 
onds of your life wasted. It’s not 
much, but it adds up.” 
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Even so, Telus off-pissing wasn’t 
nearly up to projections until late 
in 1998, when a sudden brainwave 
hit in the Public Utilities depart- 
ment. 

“Tt was pure genius and so sim- 
ple — raise pay-phone prices to 35 
cents.” 

Telus knew they had a winner. 
They dribbled the change out grad- 
ually without fanfare over a few 
months, so that practically every- 
body in the city got to experience 
the frustrating surprise one at a 
time. Soon Edmontonians were 
cursing, digging for extra change, 
and glowering at sunny bus ads 
that cheered about phone cards. 
Dursley was ecstatic. 

“The cash we blow on ads can’t 
begin to compare to the overall 
fuck-you effect of that one dinky 
move. And the best part is, it 
makes money. 

“The guy who thought of it is a 
vice-president now.” 

But Telus isn’t sitting on their 
laurels. They've got a lot of people 
to piss off if they want to hang on 
to their customers. 

“We're going to build on the 
hypocrisy of our ‘assert your indi- 
viduality’ ads in the face of our 
‘one size fits none’ corporate cul- 
ture. We're going to hire more 
snotty, inflexible service people. 
And with Y2K as an excuse, we're 
going to start pumping high- 
pitched screeching out of your 
phone in the middle of the night. 
The technology is there — it just 
needs to be used.”

Rules could have been the kind 
of formulaic crap Hollywood likes 
to valorize, but there is enough flesh 
on those bones that keeps it from 
being a cute-orphan fest. Based on 
the John Irving novel and directed 
by Lasse Hallstrom (My Life as a 
Dog, What’s Eating Gilbert Grape), 
there is a kind of Swedish gravity in 
the sentiment that keeps it from get- 
ting too syrupy. 

The Cider House Rules chroni- 
cles the coming of age of a “perpet- 
ual orphan” Homer Wells (Tobey 
Maguire) — a boy who was never 
adopted. Living in probably the 
nicest orphanage I’ve ever seen on 
film, Homer grows up under the 
tutelage of the etherized live-in 
physician Dr. Larch (Michael 
Caine). He assists in the delivery of 
babies and the occasional (and ille- 
gal) abortion. In an age where 
unwed mothers were sent far away 
to get rid of their little indiscretions, 
there is a surprising lack of shame 
or tragedy in the lives of these 
unwanted children. 

Homer falls for one of Dr. Larch’s 
patients, Candy (Charlize Theron), 
and decides to follow her into the 
big world, namely her boyfriend’s 
apple farm. There, he lives and 
works with the black migrant work- 
ers + and has an affair with the 
lovely Candy while her beau is fight- 
ing in the war. Trouble waiting to 
happen. What will he do? 

Instead of going in for the hokey 
babe-in-the-wilderness schtick of 
Forrest Gump, Cider House gives 
Homer enough free will to show 
that greatness is not random or pre- 
ordained. It is in the choices that he

makes on his own. 

It’s an exceptionally well-execut- 
ed story. John Irving did the screen- 
play himself, after all, plus he had a 
hand in the casting. Tobey Maguire, 
who was so great in The Ice Storm, 
brings naiveté and knowingness 
together in a way that isn’t all angst- 
ed out or gosh-golly simple. Michael 
Caine is unconscious throughout, 
yet when he’s up and about he is 
refreshingly uncreepy as the pater- 
nal Dr. Larch. Charlize Theron is all 
wartime glamor, but Erykah Badu is 
definitely the bigger star of both of 
them. The musical uber-diva stands 
out as Rose, It’s her screen début 
and she aces it — hopefully we'll 
see a lot more of her. 

There are some nice moments 
and it deals with some pretty diffi- 
cult subjects. The abortion issue is 
handled quite fairly — it is seen as 
both a tragedy as well as a savior of 
women.

orphanage to get abortions. It’s eeri- 
ly touching the way he asks Candy 
how her cramps are, especially con- 
sidering the discomfort most mod- 
em men feel about “women’s prob- 
lems,” never mind one from the 
1940s. 

If the preview screening is any 
indication, Cider House should do 
very well. Rarely does a movie end: 
with applause as it did that night, 
and this one definitely deserved it. 
This film sweeps you up into its 
world and that of its characters, 
which is exactly what good enter- 
tainment is supposed to do.

edmonton's RESTAURANTS 


Hungry like a dingo? Settle for the Outhack.

t started when the hot water heater explod- 

ed. Well, the hot water heater didn’t really 

explode, but it did leak all over the basement 
floor necessitating that we turn off the water 
flow and call in a repair-person. 

And by the time the swabbing was done and 
the repairs complete, I was in no mood to start 
cooking. I wanted my grub served to me, 
served fast and, more than anything, I wanted 
comfort food. 

I suggested the Outback Steakhouse, having 
heard so much about the joint and not yet hav- 
ing visited. Ray thought late on a Monday night 
would be a good time to go as well, given that 
he’d heard the restaurant boasts hour-long line- 
ups on more popular nights. So, it was settled. 
Off we went. 

As it turned out, Ray was right, there was no 
lineup and we were seated in a wall-hugging 
booth right away. 

My first impression of the joint is that they'd 
spent a lot of money on the place, but not 
always wisely. For example, the Aussie-themed 
décor, featuring an endless amount of light- 
wood panelling, and booths and light plaster 


walls laden with outback bric-a-brac, is 
mainly wasted given the room has claustro- 
phobically low ceilings — painted chocolate 
brown no less — and charmless lighting. Oh 
well, we really weren’t there for the good 
looks. 

Our first real shock of the evening was 
earned skimming the menu: it wasn’t as broad 
a document as we'd been led to believe, having 
only six kinds of steak and no filet mignon. I 
settled for the Michael J. “Crocodile” Dundee 
New York Strip and Ray ordered the Prime 
Minister’s Prime Rib, he with a garden salad 
and a Jacket Potato on the side, me with a cup 
of potato soup, a Caesar salad and some 
“Aussie Chips” for accompaniment. So far so 
good. 

The appetizers arrived in a blink (speedy and 
polite:service by the way) and we tucked into 
them with all the grace of half-starved dingos. 
Looking back, it was a good thing we were that 
hungry. Both salads and the soup were unin- 
spired and low on the flavor scale, the Caesar 
had a really awful aftertaste and the soup came 
to the table lukewarm. Hmmmm, I see a trend 
here. 


Sure enough, when the entrées arrived I saw 
the fatal flaw so clearly: the Outback can’t do 
side dishes! My New York Strip and Ray’s 
Prime Rib were perfectly beautiful pieces of 
meat (tender enough to cut with a fork) but 
came lumped on a plate with no garnish and 
the one side, in my case a heap of PLAIN 
French fries. Here’s a hint: don’t give things 
fancy theme names if you're not going to deliv- 
er, If I had known that, I’d have ordered the 
baked potato, 

Despite the fact that the steaks were indeed 
huge, we decided to order the dessert out of 
morbid curiosity. Our choice was the 
Cinnamon Oblivion: vanilla ice cream sided by 
cinnamon apples and pecans, topped with a 
home-made caramel sauce. 

While the dish sounded good in print, it was 
achingly disappointing. The\ ice cream we 
painfully plain and the apples, and carame 
sauce tasted like they could have come out of 
a can! Not a good show kids! 

Conclusion: great streaks, good service, but 
no sense of culinary detail. And in the restau- 
rant world, God definitely resides in the 
details. :
